ASHINGTON, D. C.—According to a report released by 
the Treasury Department today, sales of War Savings 
Stamps totaled $559,777,000 for the period from May I, 1941, 
through November, 1942. 
Stamp sales have risen from less than three million dollars 
per month when they were first introduced to the public to an 
average of about fifty million dollars’per month at the pres­ 
ent time. 
It is predicted that sales of War Savings Stamps will reach a 
new high during January and February as the result of a con­ 
centrated drive by the Treasury Department to get holders of 
more than one hundred million partially filled Stamp albums 
do complete these albums and convert them into War Bond*.
